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GAS FRANCHISE 

WILL BE SOLD 

TRUSTEES TAKE ACTION 

Franchise Will Be Sold to Highest 

Bidder in Response to Request 
From Prospective Buyers 

Pursuant to the request of Mr. C. 
S. S. Forney, the city trustees last 
night ordered City Clerk Madden to 
publish notice of the sale of a gas 
franchise. So cheer up. As has been 
remarked once or twice before. 
Sierra Madre will have gas in the not 
distant future. And this seems to 
be the best prospect yet. 

Mr. Forney represents the interests 
which have been mentioned before in 
th News as seeking such a franchise. 
They are virtually the same as those 
in control of the Covina Valley Gas 
Company. Messrs. Farman, Hawes 
and other Monrovia men are inter¬ 
ested and it will be remembered that 
Mr. Farman broached the matter 
some two months ago. Mr. Forney 
was accompanied when he appeared 
before the trustees last evening by 
two of his associates at Covina and 
H. G. Flint of this city. 

In his statement to the trustees 
Mr. Forney outlined the general pol¬ 
icy it was planned to follow, provided 
his company succeeded in getting the 
franchise, which is offered for sale 
to the highest bidder. They will u,se 
a high pressure system, serving 
Monrovia, Duarte, Arcadia and prob¬ 
ably El Monte. The maximum rate 
to be provided in the franchise would 
probably be $1.50 per thousand feet, 
which would probably be the rate in 
force until the company could secure 
enough business to justify a reduc¬ 
tion. As an inducement to prospec¬ 
tive customers he said the company 
would probably make the first 100 
service connections free of charge. 

Following a discussion of the mat¬ 
ter by Mr. Forney and the trustees 
the clerk was instructed to prepare 
a notice advertising the franchise for 
sale. This must be published four 
weeks and twenty days must then 
elapse before the date for receiving 
bids. So it will be seen that about 
two months will be consumed before 
the franchise can be disposed of. 
While sealed bids are called for, the 
figures named are not necessarily 
final, for the bidders, if there are 
more than one, may then raise their 
bids if they desire. These higher 
bids, if they are offered, must be for 
an amount not less than ten per cent 
higher than the highest already of¬ 
fered. 

To guard against the sale of the 
franchise to speculators without any 
intentions of installing a plant, it 
would be provided that the plant must 


be in actual operation within a speci¬ 
fied period of time. Mr. Forney said 
last night his company would be pre¬ 
pared to supply customers within four 
months after acquiring the franchise. 
This would mean gas before the mid¬ 
dle of the summer, which would be 
a welcome boon to many a housewife. 

Profiles and cross sections of the 
grade of Suffolk Avenue were adopt¬ 
ed by the trustees last evening. The 
ordinance establishing grades was put 
upon its first reading. 

During the course of the meeting 
the trustees suffered from their reg¬ 
ular attack of cold feet, due to keep¬ 
ing their pedal extremities upon the 
cement floor under the council table. 
With the winter but half gone and 
the prospect of a lot of meetings, 
regular and special, within the next 
few months, the trustees felt moved 
to order the purchase of a few strips 
of heavy matting for the city hall 
floor. The clerk was also ordered to 
purchase some fuel for the city hall 
stove. When the editor of the News 
asked that said fuel be stored at the 
rear of the building a few feet north 
of the back door of the city hall his 
request was politely and wisely 
denied. 

With the prospect of some heavy 
legal work for the city attorney in 
connection with the proposed sale of 
the water plant to the city, Mr. Mad¬ 
den was authorized to secure such ad¬ 
visory counsel as seemed necessary. 
The city attorney will have charge of 
the actual legal work but on account 
of the highly specialized character 
of water litigation in this part of the 
country it was thought best that the 
assistance of an expert in that line be 
secured.

STOCK VOTE 

TO BE TAKEN 

WATER MEETING CALLED 

Company Stockholders Will Be Asked 
to Pass Upon Proposition to 
Sell Out to the City 

At the meeting of the directors of 
the Sierra Madre Water Company 
held last Saturday evening a special 
meeting of the stockholders was 
called for January 28, 1910, to pass 

upon the proposition to sell out to 
the city. It was the opinion of 
Major Lee, the company’s attorney, 

| that the matter should be considered 
at a special meeting of stockholders, 
rather than at the regular meeting 
which will be held early in February. 
The stockholders will have to pass 
upon the terms of sale before the 
proposition to buy can be put to the 
voters of the city. 

Several knotty problems must be 
worked out before the matter can be 
put to stockholders or voters with 
any hope of accomplishing anything. 
Perhaps the most difficult question 
will be the treatment to be accorded 
the irrigators under municipal owner¬ 
ship. Most of the large stockholders 
in the company are irrigators who 
will not allow the control of the com¬ 
pany to pass from their hands unless 
they have some assurance of a de¬ 
pendable supply of irrigating water 
under terms as favorable as those 
now in force. This is perfectly nat¬ 
ural and to be expected. The legal 
phase of this problem is one that 
will require closest attention. There 
has been some talk of an agreement 
to cover a period of, say, five years, 
under which the irrigators would re¬ 
ceive water on agreed terms. By the 
end of such a period it is likely there 
will be little or no acreage which, 
would require such service as it is 
expected the town will by that time 
be so thickly settled that the large 
tracts will all have been subdivided. 

NEW YEAR’S OPEN HOUSE

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THE MOUNTAINS SNOW-COWLED 

The sight of the snow on the moun¬ 
tains back of Sierra Madre, coming 
more than half way down their 
slopes, stirred feelings in the most of 
us that would be difficult to put on 
paper. The Pasadena Star tells it 
this way: 

There is a sublime grandeur about 
snow-covered mountain peaks that 
beggars description. One sweeping 
glance at Mt. Wilson and Mt. Lowe 
today and the fountains of speech are 
sealed up with awe. The barren, 
rock-ribbed, frowning peak repels. 
The snow-bathed peak draws the soul 
of the beholder up to its immaculate 
bosom to a repose, serene and un¬ 
dismayed. Snow evolutionizes the 
awfulness of the majestic height. 

Coleridge in verse and Ruskin in 
prose have essayed to paint with 
words the sublimity of the Alps. But 
even these master painters had to 
mix their word-pigment with bor¬ 
rowed colors of simile and metaphor. 
They could only paint their picture, 
and that imperfectly, by copying 
many others—by drawing upon the 
richest treasures of language for 
their comparisons and similitudes. 
But an outright attempt to describe 
the snow-enswathed Alps or the 
Sierra Madres in original terms would 
baffle the most eloquent tongue, the 
most facile pen. There is a grandeur 
beyond words. It must be seen, felt, 
assimilated into the imagination and 
pondered in the deep recesses of the 
soul in silence. 

The deeper things, the ultimate 
grandeurs and beauties, the supreme 
joys and sorrows of life are those 
beyond expression. Did any fond 
mother ever succeed in fully describ¬ 
ing to her child the depth, the height, 
the breadth of her mother love? 
“How much do you love me, mamma, 
a whole world full?” asks the little 
hopeful. "Yes, and then some, dear¬ 
est,” is the fond reply. No mother 
will fix a limit to her love for her 
child. And there is no limit, that 
can be expressed in terms compre¬ 
hensible to the human mind. Only 
the human heart can conceive of the 
wonders of mother-love—and it must 
be a mother-heart at that. 

So, all the poetry that has ever 
been written; all the “Cdes to Mt. 
Blanc” of Coleridge quality; all the 
“Mountain Glory” exquisite word-

After much work, worry and weary 
waiting the cook book of the Sierra 
Madre Woman’s Club is off the press 
and by this time some of them will 
already have been put into service. 
No life insurance to users of the 
recipes is sold in connection with the 
book, but all the recipes have been 
tried by members of the club or their 
friends without any fatal results be¬ 
ing noticed. All the recipes are said, 
in fact, to be as good as can be 
found. Some of them are original 
with the contributors of them, and 
“never before published.” Most of 
the recipes are signed by the contrib¬ 
utors. 

In arrangement the book follows a 
somewhat novel plan. There are de¬ 
partments for seven separate courses 
of a dinner, each with appropriate 
heading from original pen sketch, by 
Mr. Charles Percy Austin. The pen 
sketches, including that of the cover 
design, are worthy of notice. Two 
figures, those of the mistress of the 
household and the French chef, ap¬ 
pear in all of them, and the figures 
almost talk. Besides the departments 
named, there are departments for 
several other kinds of good things 
to eat. 

The covers are of heavy, hard 
finished cover paper which will be 
very durable. The leaves which are 
five and one-half by seven inches in 
size, are cut, punched and tied with 
heavy silk cord. This allows the book 
to lie open flat on the table when In 
use, a very desirable feature in a 
cook book. The bristol stock will 
even obviate the necessity of a paper 
weight, aside from being very dur¬ 
able. Altogether the book is very 
attractive and one of which the ladies 
may be proud. Unfortunate delays 
in producing the book caused some 
inconvenience to those who wished to 
mail them to friends at a distance for 
Christmas. But the postal service is 
accustomed to taking the blame for 
delays in the delivery of Christmas 
presents. The delay was caused 
chiefly by the unexpected success of 
the ladies in soliciting advertising, 
which made about twice the amount 
of hand composition originally figured 
on. But all agree the book has been 
worth waiting for.
